Note 1.—Candidates are required to specify clearly the 
order of preferences for the Services/posts, for which they 
wish to be considered. No request or alteration in the order 
of preferences for the Serices/posts for which he is com¬ 
peting, would be considered from a candidate unless, the 
request for such alteration is received in the office of the 
Union Public Service Commission within 30 days of the date 
of publication of the result of the written examination in the 
Employment News. 


Note 2. —Some departments / offices of the Government of 
India making recruitment through this examination would 
require only English Stenographers and appointments to 
posts of Stenographers in these departments/offlees on the 
results of this examination will be made only from amongst 
those who are recommended by the Commission on the basis 
of the Written Test and Shorthand Test in English (c, f. 
para 4 of Appendix, I to the Rules), 


2 The number of vacancies to be filled on the results 
of the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. Reservations will be made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 
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3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix 1 

to the Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina¬ 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission, 

4. (1) A candidate must be either; 

fa) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee, who came over to India before 
the 1st January 1962 with the Intention of perma¬ 
nently settling In India, or 

fe) a person of Indian orient who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka, East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic of Tanzania, 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar). Zambia, 
Malavi, Zaire, Ethiopia and Vietnam with the inten¬ 
tion of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b). (c). 
(d) and (e) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi¬ 
ficate of eligibility has been issued bv the Government of 
India. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories (b). 
(c) and (d) above will not be eligible for appointment to the 
Indian Foreign Service (B)—(Grade II of (he Stenographers’ 
Cadre). 

(2) A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
is necessary may be admitted to the examination but the offer 
of appointment may be given only after the necessary eligi¬ 
bility certificate has been Issued to him by the Government 
of India. 

5. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe shall be permited more than three at¬ 
tempts at the examination but this restriction shall be effec¬ 
tive from the examination held in 1962. 

Note 1.—For the purpose of this rule, the examination 
will mean the Stenographers Examination, the Stenographers’

Note 4.— Notwithstanding the disqualification/cancella¬ 
tion of candidature the fact of appearance of the candidate at 
the examination will count as an attempt. 

6. (A) A candidate for admission to this examination must 
have attained the age of 18 years and mast not have attain¬ 
ed the age of 23 years on 1st January, 1988 i.e. he must have 
been bom not earlier than 2nd January, 1963 and not later 
than 1st January.

(iv) Armed Forces Headauarters Stenographers’ Service 
Grad* C. 

Note 1.—Service rendered bv R.M.S., Sorters employed in 
Subordinate Officers of P.&T Deptt. shall be treat¬ 
ed as service rendered In the grade of clerk for pur¬ 
pose of Rule 6(B) above. 

Note . 2. —Service rendered bv Service Clerks employed in 
Defence installations, shall not be counted for the 
purpose of Rule 6(B) above. 

(C) Tile upper age limit in all the above cases, will be 
further relaxable ;—

longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Schedule Tribe:

cluding those whose assignment is due to be comple¬ 
ted within six months from 1st January 1988) other¬ 
wise than by way of dismissal cr discharge on 
account of misconduct or inefficiency or (ii) on ac¬ 
count of physical disability attributable to Military 
Service or (iii) on invalidment and who belongs to 
the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes;

apply for civil employment and that thev will be 
released on three months’ notice on selection from 
the date of receipt of offer of appointment: who be¬ 
long to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes. 


(xvili) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate Is 
a bona fide displaced person from erstwhile West 
Pnlcistan and had migrated to India during the 
period between 1st January. 1971 and 31st March, 
1973; 


(xix) up to a maximum of eight vears if a candidaie be¬ 
longs to a Scheduled Cas‘e or a Scheduled Tribe 
and Is also a bona fide displaced person from erst¬ 
while West Pakistan and had migrated to India 
during the period between 1st January 1971 and 
31st March, 1973. 


(xx) up to a maximum of six years, if a candidate has 
ordinarily resided in the State of Assam during the 
period from (he first dav of Tanuary, 1980 to the 
fifteenth day of August. 1985. 


(xxt) up to a maximum of eleven years, if a candidate 
belongs to n Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribe 
nnd has ordinarily resided in the Slate of Assam 
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during the period from the drat day of January, sesses qualification*, the standard of which in the opinion 

1980 to the fifteenth day of August, 198?. of the Commission justifies his admission to the examination. 


Note :—Ex-Servicemen who have already joined Govern¬ 
ment job on the Civil side after availing of the 
benefits given to them as ex-serviceman for their 
re-employment, are not eligible to the age conces- 
ccssion under Rule 6(c) (xiv) & 6(c) (xv) above. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS PRES¬ 
CRIBED ABOVE SHALL IN NO CASE BE RFLAXf-’D. 


N.B.— (i) The candidature of a person who is admitted 
to the examination under the age concession mentioned in 
Rule 6(B) above shall be cancelled if nfter submitting his 
application ho resigns from service or his services are termi¬ 
nated by his department either before or after taking the 
examination. He will however, continue to be eligible if he 
is retrenched from the service or post after submitting his 
application. 


(ii) A stenographer (including language Stenographer)

(viii) writing irrelevant mater, including obscene langu¬ 
age or pornographic matter, in the script(s); or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examina¬ 
tion hall; or 

(x) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff employ¬ 
ed by the Commission for the conduct of their 
examination; or 

(xi) violating any of the instructions issued to candi¬ 
dates along with their Admission Certificates per- 
miting them to take the examination; or 

(xii) attempting to commit or as the case may be abet¬ 
ting, the commission of all or any of the acts 
specified in the forgoing clauses : 

may in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro¬ 
secution be liable:— 
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17. No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person; 


(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the exa¬ 
mination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified

ed for inclusion in the Select List of Grade C of the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service and Railway Board Secre¬ 
tariat Senographers Service upto the required number and 
for appointment upto the number of unreserved vacancies 
in other Services/posts decided to be filled on the results of 
the examination. 


Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general 
standard be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for inclusion in the 
Select List of Grade C of the Central Secretariat Steno¬ 
graphers’ Service and Railway Board Secretariat Stenogra¬ 
phers Service and for appointment to vacancies in other 
Services/posts irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit 
at the examination.

15. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
bjr the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding tho 
result. 


16. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint¬ 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after sueh enquiry at 
may be considered necessary, that he candidate having re¬ 
regard to bis character and antecedonta is suitable in all 
raspacts for the appointment to tha Servian/past, 


shall be eligible for appointment to Service. 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 


18. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate who after such medical examination as may bo 
prescribed by the competent authority is found not to satisfy 
these requirements, will not be appointed. Only such candi¬ 
dates as are likely to be considered for appointment will be 
medically examined. 


Note.— In the case of disabled ex-Defence Services per¬ 
sonnel, a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobilisation 
Medical Board of the Defence Services will be considered 
adequate for the purpose of appointment. 


19. Brief particulars relating to the Services/posts to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination, are 
given in Appendix II.

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4. Candidates are allowed the option to answer paper (11) 
‘Essay 1 either in Hindi (Devnagari) or in English. The 
option will apply to complete paper and not to a part thereof. 


Candidates exercising the option to answer the Essay paper 
in Hindi (Devnagari) may, if they so desire rive English 
version within brackets of the description of the technical 
terms, if any, in addition to the Hindi version. 


Candidates who opt to answer the aforesaid papers in Hindi 
(Devnagari) will be required to take the Shorthand Tests 
also in Hindi (Devnagari) only and candidates who opt to 
answer the aforesaid paper in English will be required to 
take the Shorthand Tests also in English only.

SCHEDULE 
PART A 

Standard and Syllabus of the written teat 


Note.— The standard of the question papers in Part A will 
be approximately that of the Matriculation examination of an 
Indian University. 


General English.—The Paper will be designed to test the 
candidates knowledge of English Grammar and Composition 
and generally their power to understand and ability to write 
correct English. The paper may include questions on correct 
use of words; easy idioms and proposition; direct and indirect 
speech etc, 


Essay—Candidates will bo required to write essay on two 
topics. A choice of subjects will be given. They will be 
expected to keep closely to the subject of the essay to arrange 
their ideas in orderly fashion and to write concisely. Credit 
will be given for effective and exact expression. 


General Knowledge.—Some knowledge of the Constitution 
of India, Five Year Plan, Indian History and Culture, general 
and economic geography of India, current events, everyday 
science and such matters of everyday observation as, may 
be expected of an educated person. Candidate*’ answers are 
expected to show their intelligent understanding of the ques¬ 
tions and not detailed knowledge of any toxt book. 


PART B 

Scheme of Shorthand Teats 


The Shorthand Tests in English will comprise two dictation 
tests one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 100 words per minutes for ten minutes, wWeh the 
candidate# will be required to transcribe to 43 and 50 mtatrtea 
respectively. 
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The shorthand tests in Hindi will comprise two dictation 
testa one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 100 words per minute for 10 minutes which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 60 and 65 minutes 
respectively.

During this period 
they may bo required to undergo such training to pass such 
examinations as may be .prescribed by Government. 


(3) On the conclusion of the period of probation Govern¬ 
ment may confirm the persons concerned in his appointment 
or if his work, or conduct in the opinion of Government has 
been unsatisfactory he may either be discharged from the 
Service or his period of probation may be extended for such 
further period as Government may think fit. 


(4) Persons recruitod to Grade C of the .Service will be 
posted to one of the Ministries or Offices participating In the 
Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service Scheme. They 
may, however, at any time be transferred to any other such 
Ministry or Office. 


(5) Persons recruited to Grade C of the Service will be 
eligible for promotion to the next higher grade in accord¬ 
ance with the rules in force from time to time in this 
behalf. 


(6) Persons appointed to Grade C of the Service in pur¬ 
suance of their option for that service will not. after such 
appointment have any claim for transfer or appointment to 
any post included in the Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service 
(B) or the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Servi 
Scheme. 


8. The Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers' Service 

(a) (1) The Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Su 
vice has at present the following grades :— 

Grades A’ & B’ (merged) : Rs. 2000—60—2300—EB—75 
3200—100—3500. 

Grade ‘C‘ : Rs. 1400—40—1600—50—2300—EB—60—

(ii) Persons recruited to Grade C of the Service will bo 
on probation for a period of two years. During this period 
they may be required to undergo such training and to pass 
such examination as may be prescribed by Government, On 
the conclusion of the period pf probation if it is found that 
the work or conduct in the opinion of the Government of 
any of them has been unsatisfactory he may either be dis¬ 
charged from the service or his period of probation may be 
extended for such further period as Government may think 
fit. 


(ili) Persons recruited to Grade C of the Service will be 
eligible for promotion to the next higher grade in accord¬ 
ance with the rules in force from time to time in this 
behalf. 


(b) The Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
is confined to the Ministry of Railways and staff are not 
liable to transfer to other Ministries as in the case of the 
Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service. 


(c) Officers of the Railway Board’s Stenographers’ Service 
recruited under these rules : 

(i) will be eligible for pensionary benefits; and 


(ii) shall subscribe to the non-ccmtributory State Railway 
Provident Fund under the rules of that fund as are 
applicable to Railway Servants appointed on the date 
they join service. 


(d) The candidate appointed to the Railway Board Secre¬ 
tariat Stenographers' Service will be entitled to the Privilege 
of Passes and Privilege Ticket Orders in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Railway Board from time to time. 


(c) As regards leave and other condition of service, staff 
included in the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers' 
Service are treated in the same way as other Railway Staff 
but m the matter of medical facilities they will be governed 
by the rules applicable to other Central Government em¬ 
ployees with Headquarters at New Delhi.

2. Persons recruited to Grade II of the Service will bo 
on probation for a peiiqd of two years. During this period 
they may be required io undergo such training and to paw 
such examination as may be prescribed by the Government- 
On the conclusion oF the period of probation if it is found 
that the work or the conduct of any of them in the opinion 
of the Government has been unsatisfactory ho may either 
be discharged from service or his period of probation may 
be extended for such further period as Government mav 
think fit. 
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3. The officers appointed to Grade II of the SSC of the 

I.F.S. (Branch B) will be governed by the I.F.S. Branch 'B' 
(RGSP) Rules, 1964, I.F.S. (PLCA) Rules, 1961 as made 
applicable to l.F.S. 'B 1 officers and such other rules and 
orders as may be made applicable to them by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 


4. The Indian Foreign Service Branch (B) is confined to 
the Ministry of External Affairs and Indian Missions abroad. 
The officers appointed to this service are normally not liable 
to transfer to other Ministries except the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce. They are however liable to be posted abroad against 
the posts borne on the strength of other Ministries and also 
liable to be posted to International Commissions etc. They 
are liable to serve anywhere in India or outside India, inclu¬ 
ding non-family stations. 


5. During Service abroad IFS (B) officers are granted 
foreign allowance in addition to their basic pay at rates which 
nuty be sanctioned from time to time, depending upon 
the cost of living etc. of the countries concerned. In addition, 
the following concessions are also admissible during service 
abroad in accordance with the FS (PLCA) Rules, 1961 as 
made applicable to IFS (B) Officers :— 

(i) Free furnished accommodation according to the scale 
prescribed bv the Government. 

(ii) Medical Attendance Facilities under the assisted 
Medical Attendance Scheme. 

(iii) Annual return air passage for children upto a 
maximum of two childrin between the ages of 6 
and 22 studying in India or one child studying in 
Tndia and one child in a country other than the 
country of the officer’s posting abroad subject to 
certain conditions. If a Government servant has 
more than two children between ages ofl 6 and 22 
studying in India, he shall have the option to send 
his wife to India during the vacation in lieu of two 
children visiting their parents abroad. In such a 
case the wife of the Government servant shall be 
entitled to return air passage by the cheapest class 
available. 


(Iv) An allowance for the education of children upto a 
maximum of two children between the ages of 5 
and 18 at rates prescribed bv Government from time 
to time. 

(v) Outfit allowance In connection with services abroad 
in accordance with the prescribed rules and at rates 
fixed by Government from time to time. 

(vl) Home leave passage for officers and their families 
In accordance with the prescribed rule* 

6. Central Civil Service (Leave! Rules, 1972, as amended 
from lime to time will apply to members of the service sub¬ 
ject to certain modifications. For service abroad, officers are 
entitled to an additional credit of leave to the extent of 50 
per cent of leave admissible under the Central Civil Services 
(Leave) Rules, 1972. 

7. While in Tndia Officers are entided (o such concessions 
as are admissible to other Central Government Servants of 
equal and similar status. 


8. Officers of the IFS(B) are governed by the General Pro 
vident Fund (Central Services) Rufbs, 1960 as amended from 
time to time and by orders issued thereunder. 

9. Officers appointed to this service are governed by the 
Central Civil Services (Pension) Rules, 1972, as amended 
from time to time ami by orders issued thereunder. 

D. Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers' Service 

The AFHQ Stenographers’ Service has at present the fol¬ 
lowing grades :— 

Grades ‘A’ and ‘B’ (merged)—(Rs. 2000—60—2300— 
EB—75—3200—100—3500). 

Grade ‘C’—(Rs. 1400—40—1600—50—2300—EB—60— 

2600). 

Grade ’D’—(Rs. 1200—30—1560—EB—40—2040). 

2, Persons recruited direct as temporary Stenographers’ 
Grade C (Personal Assistant) will be on probation for a 
period of 2 yean. Unsatisfactory record of service during 
this period may result in discharge of the probationer from 
service. During probation, a member of the Service may be 
required to undergo such training and to puss such tests M 
the Government may from time to time prescribe. 

3. Stenographers’ Grade C recruited to AFHQ Stenograph¬ 
ers’ Service will be generally posted to any office of the 
AFHQ and Inter Service Organisations located in Delhi/New 
Delhi, They will also he liable to be posted to such other 
stations outside Delhi/New Delhi, where office of AFHQ’S 
organisations may be located. 


4. Stenographers’ Grade C will be eligible for promotion 
to the post of Stenographers’ Grade B (Senior Peikmal 
Assistants) and Stenographers' Grade B (S.P.As) will he 
eligible for promotion to Stenographer Grade A (Private 
Secretary) in acordance with the rules in force from time 
to time. 

5. Leave, Medical aid and other conditions of service ftre 
the same as applicable to other ministerial staff employed In 
Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter Service Organisations.
